Court this morning. 

Inspector Nicol, at whose 
instnnee the | summons — was 
brought, testified thnt at 0.15 p.m. 
on the 5th instant he was on duty 
in Queen's Road Central opposite 
the City Hall. He saw the de- 
fendant's car’ with one headlight 
functioning, being driven from 
wert to east and subsequently 
backed on to the parking stand 
opposite Benconsfield Arcade. 
An attempt was made to switch 
on the near-side headlight which 
was the one not functioning, but 
it failed. The Inmp was found to 
he m little loose at the socket, and 
remained in that defective condi- 
tion when tho cnr was finally 
driven away. 

Mr. ‘Armstrong asked for the 
summons to be dismissed on the 
ground of its appearing to be bad, 
na the original application by 
Inspector Nicol was for mn sum- 
mona for “failing to carry lamps 
in aw proper working order.” 

“After oll” sald Mr, Armstrong, 
“my cliont is concerned only with 
the summons he receives. If the 
police authorities cannot: ensure 
that the summonses are in the 
proper form-—which is all that 1 
am concerned with--then the sume 
mona ja bud.” 

Mr, Armatrong, while conced- 
ing that the summons wis it print- 
ed form, pointed aut that his client 
could not be concerned with police 
procedure before the summons 
reached him. 

Summons Amended. 

The Magistrate (Mr. Schofield) 
remarked that the difficulty could 
tre spot over by amending the sum- 
mons to meet the ense.

tions, The summons in fits umend- 
ed form’ was bad. 

Reyulation 107, under, which ‘the 
police brought their case, provides 
that “dvery vehicle shall, between 
gunset and. sunrise, carry a lamp 
or lamps, properly trimmed and 
lighted, so as to display — in the 
front, a white light visible for some

Mr. Armstrong:—We have com-

Inspector Nicol said, with regard 
to Mr. Armstrong's remark on 
the use of two hendlights, sald that 
cars carried two. red lights on their 
mudguards to show their width.

An interesting lecture 
delivered at the University Inst 
night by Professor C. A. Middle- 
ton-Smith, the Talkoo Professor 
of Engincering, who addressed the 
Arts Association on the subject of 
“The New Civilisation in China.”

] should say that these courses of 
study at Home have been very 
strongly recommended by the 
Colonial Conference, which re- 
ports: : = Les 
“We entirely support these views 
and consider it to be most impor- 
tant that every encouragement 
should be, given to officers to im- 
prove their equipment and to pring 
their knowledge up to date by auch 
opportunities, : Tho extended nros- 
pects of Inter-colonial promotion, 
which we advocate In Part LT and 
elsewhere in this Report, will pro- 
vide a stimulus to the best officers 
to improve their qualifications. 
Moreover, the knowledge that this 
is the policy of the Colonial Ser- 
vices is a matter of considerable 
yalue as an attraction for tho best 
type of enndidate also. 


Visiting other Colontes. 


“We recommend that the acheme 
for study lenve should not be con- 
fined to opportunities for spectal 
work at Home, but should also 
provide for visiting other 
Colonial territories, whether Bri- 
tish or ‘foreign, in) which de- 
velopmenta’ = or researches in 
subjects of interest to any parti- 
cular Dependancy are being carri- 
ed out. Study leave has certain ob- 
viaus application In the case of 
professional and technical officers, 
if they .are to keep up with the 
rapid expansion of scientific 
knowledge. But wo hope that it 
will be appreciated also that, for 
officers of tho Administrative 
Branch, opportunities no leas 
valuable exist to acquire for the 
nervice of their Colony  know- 
ledge of particular branches of 
public administration which call 
for specialisation in fully deve- 
loped States, and already, too, in 
the more advanced ‘Dependuncies. 
The special Studies of Adminlstra- 
tive officers are, as a rule, de- 
voted at present to quite a small 
range of subjects, such as law 
nnd anthropology. We would 
sugeest that matters such 48 Co- 
operative systems, local govern- 
ment organisation, cte,, are well 
worth the attention of, selected 
officera who show an inclination 
for auch work.” 


Imperial Interqgt.” ~~ 


The Chairman continued:—As 
far ns we know, the recommenda- 
tions made by the Colonial Con- 
ference in this report hayo been 
aceepted by all the Colonics, and 
the matter is now one of Ymperial 
intercat. We in Hongkong have 
also, for some time back, accepted 
the principles generally, but per- 
haps not quite so widely as it is 
now intended to adopt It. The 
wider application as here defined 
is definitely accepted by H.E. the 
Governor, and it iust becomes a 
question as to how far wo can apply 
the principle in other cases that 
arise.

SORDID CASE BEFORE THE 
~ POLICE, 
aes | 


A trafficking caso which came 
under tho attention of tho polico 
of three different citics had its 
sequel at the Central Police Court 

eforo Mr. Schofield yesterday 

fafternoon, when’ a man was 
charged In connexfon with tho 
alleged acduction and subsequent 
nbduction- of nn 18-yenr-old girl, 
named Yuen Yuk-tail, | 

For tho’ Polfee, Inspector John 
Murphy, of the ‘Sccrotariat for 
Chineso Affairs, anid the girlcamc 
down from Canton in tho early 
part of ‘this year to look for em- 
ployment,. Sho went to Ive with 
her aister at Macgregor Street, 
Wanchai, 

On January 24; an old woman 
known to them as Sam Koo, got 

a position, as general: domestic 
nervant, for the girl in a house at 
‘Barrows Street. There she met 
the accused for the frat time, and 
dincovered that the person who 
engaged her was u woman named 
Tai Siu Nai, who was living with 
him in the samo cubicle. 

After a'few. days of omploy- 
ment, combining the duties of 
cook, wash amah and general ser- 
vant, ‘the woman Tat Siu Nal sug- 
gested to her that she should 
become the accused’s wife, and 
she eventually ‘consented, condi- 
tional on his paying her parentaa 
sum of $400 

They lived as husband and wife 
for some weeks following thoir 
removal to another floor at St. 
Francis Yard, at Wanchai. The 
necused then planned a visit to aie 
natlyve village of -Siuo Nee, u 
country, with the object of fetch- 
ing the wedding dowry promised 
to her parents, and rhe agreed to 
accompany him there. 

Different Destination. 

Not until they, had been far ont 
at son did'she discover that she 
was being taken to another 
destination. When the ship 
arrived at Kwang Chow Wan, the 
French port, it appears. that -the 
accused and the woman Tai Siu 
Nai deserted the girl, but so 
arranged matters, it was suggest- 
ed, that she should come into con- 
fact with yet another woman, 
named Tsat Koo 

‘This latest Intermediary took 
her in a motor char-o-bane to 
another place up-country called 
Yeung Yuen, in Kwangsi_ terri- 
tory, but within the jurisdiction of 
the Canton police. The woman 
Tsat Koo put her into an estab- 
lishment ‘which was a4 cross 
between an inn-and a brothel; and 
there suggested that sho should 
take up a dishonourable calling. 
She refused, and the commotion 


[she raised at length attracted the 


attention of the locn! Magistrate. 

There followed a rald by tho 
police from the local yamen, and 
the girl was rescuéd, Sho told 
her rescucrs that she had a friend 
who. was a detective in the Canton” 
Pollee Force. This man was 
advised by the Magiatrate, and he 
went up.to Yeung Yuen and took 
her back to Canton. 

Her return to Hongkong follow- 
ed as a matter_of course in the 


‘) case which the Canton- Police took 


up in co-operation with the Tiong- 
kong Police, A few days after 
her return, the accused was 
located and arrested. It then 
appeared that after deserting the 
girl at Kwang Chow Wan ho had 
lost no time in returning to the 
Colony. 

Evidence was given by the girl 
bearing out the Police statement, 

and the case was adjourned. 


MONEYLENDER ACQUITTED 
‘AT SESSIONS, 


The Criminal Sessions éase in 
which Fauja Singh, on Indlan 
money-londer was charged with 
porjury, camo to 1 sudden end yos- 
torday, when; after they had been 
addrobsed by counsel for tho pro- 
socutiou and defence, the jury, re- 
turned « unanimous vordict of “not 
guilty,” and accuscd was dis. 
charged, ' 

Evidence for the Crown was not 
concluded until after 4 p.m, but 
only bricf addresecs were mado, 
and the defence was not called upon 
to give evidence. 

Mr. Somerset Fitzroy, for the 
prosocution,. contended that, tho 
evidence of Mr. Silva to tho 9 feck 
that Fauja .Singh had adm! 
there were no promissory notes’ out- 
standing against Remedola, Costa, 
Robertson and Vieira, othor than 
the ono for $1,000 was an im- 
portant. factor for the jury to con- 
sider. 

Mr. -F. G, Jenkin, for tho ac- 
cused, submitted that the Crown 


had failed to prove ita case, and that, 


there was Inaullicient eviucnee wo 
prove the accused guilty. Ho con- 
tended that the evidence of .Re- 
medios, Costa, and Robertson could 
not bo considered as reliable, and 
that ‘it was given with a personal 
motive behind it. \ 

Tho jury retired for loss than 
ten minutes, after which they re- 
turned ‘the ‘unanimous verdict al- 
ready stated, Tho accused was ac- 
cordingly discharged. 


Received Nothing. 


Mr. Robertson, who gavo evidence 
of having aigned promissory notes 
for Remedios, in cross-examinatlor 
said that.he received nothing for 
signing the notes.
